Royalty is subject to “ecolly wob- 
bles’’ the same as the peasantry, and com- 
ing to America at the time, as the party 
did, when cucumbers, tomatoes, string 
beans and other such palatable but treach- 
erous garden sass are in evidence, it was 
wise to bring along a doctor. 

Baron Joostens is the Belgian Ambassa- 
dor at Washington, and an old friend of 
the Prince, his colonel and his doctor. 5So, 
it will be seen, the party is not a formal 
journey of a prince with a retinue of aides, 
secretaries and flunkies. Only, as was said 
before, four chums, traveling for pleasure, 
experience and for that knowledge of which 
all Europeans are ignorant, in spite of pri- 
vate tuters and public schoois, until they 
come and absorb it in person.

Mr. Leon- 
ard had three closed carriages to convey 
the Prince and his escort to the hotel and 
three wasn't any too many, either.

blutt. The Colonel immediately ordered 
the top of the Prince’s carriage down and 
the tops of the other carriage were ac- 
cordingly lowered also. So it was that 
Mr. Leonard took his distinguished guests 
Whirling down Olive from Fighteenth 
Street to the hotel In “low neck(*svagons,”’ 
the cool breeze of the early morning grate- 
fully playing upon the faces of four warm 
gentlemen, who had put in a hot night 
upon a sleeping car. 

It is interesting to relate that the Prince, 
after his open air ride, took a bath directly 
he arrived in his rooms, and after breakfast 
he retired for another tubbing. He probably 
collided with a few chunks of soot fromthe 
Twelfth Street steam rollers in transit. 

The bridal suite of three chambers on the 
parlor floor of the Southern overlookin 
Broadway are occupied by the Prince and 
the apartment of Col. Jungblutt, Dr. Melis, 
Baron Joostens and the valets are imme- 
diately connecting. Bach gentleman went 
to his own chamber, exchanged traveling 
garb for morning suits of fashionable pat- 
tern and did what any other gentlemen of 
ease and a proper idea of traveling in com- 
fort Would do, each following his own inclin- 
ation regarding breakfast. They didn't 
bother Albert about what he wanted, if he 
wanted his chop well done and his toast dry, 
orif he would breakfast in his rooms. They 
were charmingly democratic. Joostens and 
the Colonel happened to make their toilets 
first and they came down stairs together 
and breakfasted in the restaurant. 

The Prince came out of his room search- 
ing for something to’ eat, and, striking the 
dining room on the.second floor, he went in. 
The head waiter treated him as he would 
any other tall stranger and showed him 
to a table at which there was already an 
occupant. Goodness knows where the doc- 
tor ate. He wasn’t seen anywhere, but a 
littie after 10 o’clock, about the time when 
the others had concluded. the meal, he 
Sauntered up to the hotel counter, lighted 
a black briar pipe, inadvertently punched 
in the ribs a man who was paying his bill, 
tipped his hat, apologized and then sat 
down to smoke and study a map of St. 
Louis. 

Col. Jungblutt was seen by a Post-Dis- 
patch representative after breakfast. He 
said the Prince and his party had come to 
St. Louis because they wished their Amer- 
ican tour to embrace all the large cities. 
The party leaves Wednesday for Pittsburg, 
going to Buffalo and thence to Newport 
for a week or so before returning to Europe. 
Their journey by that time will have cov- 
ered a period of about four months. No 
arrangements had been made, he said, for 
formal entertainment in St. Louis, a fact 
for which Baron Joostens afterwards im- 
plied they were profoundly thankful. He 
didn’t say so in words, but it was evident 
that the lion hunters of Lake Shore drive 
and other hallowed precincts of the Chicago 
exclusive set, who insisted upon helping 
Mr. Henrotin, Belgian Consul in Chicago, 
to entertain the party, didn't make such a 
howling hit with Mr, Albert as they had 
counted upon. 

“What on earth do we want to be én- 
tertained for?’ was plainly the air of each 
gentleman. 

While Col. Jungblutt was further diplo- 
matically explaining that everybody 
thought America a grand country, and that 
no one had Kept strict enough watch upon 
the war events to pass an opinion upon the 
outcome and that Belgium had no sympe- 
thies, but was maintaining strict neutrality, 
the Belgian Consul in St. Louis, Mr. Philip 
Gruner of 3406 Hawthorne boulevard, was 
announced. 

The Colorel saw Mr. Gruner and informed 
him that His Royal Highness was not ready 
to receive any one. The morning would be 
given over to rest and personal correspon- 
dence, said the Colonel, and in the after- 
noon, when the Prince was ready to see the 
man who guards Belgian interests here, 
Mr. Gruner would be notified to come to 
the Southern. Mr. Gruner, with a sweeping 
bow and beads of perspiration upon his 
high forehead as large as navy beans, left 
the hotel to take his place at some conven- 
tent telephone. 

The Prince, a tall, broad-shouldered, good- 
looking fellow of the blonde type, smooth- 
shaven and swinging in his stride, left the 
dining room unattended and went 
rooms. The Colonel strolled out of one door 
for a walk, and the Baron left by another. 
The doctor smoked complacently and stud- 
ied his map. 

All of which goes to show that

News from the’ mobilization camps indicates ‘great 
hardships on the men, who are frequently deprived of bare 
necessaries of life. 

These conditions at this time are a reflection on the effi- 
ciency of the War Department. They show an utter failure 
to make prompt and adequate provision for the volunteer 
army. In the case of young Walker they have resulted ina 
peculiarly heartl+ss incident.

BISHOP OR DIOCESE. 


City Ministers Say There Should Be a 
Quick Revision of the Law to 
Meet Existing Condi- 
tions. 


Three prominent Episcopal churches, St. 
Géorge's, St. Mark's and the Church of 
the Redeemer, will probably have no lay 
representation ‘n the Diocesan Convention 
which began its session Tuesday morning 
at Schuyler Memorial Hall. 

The cause of this is not any disloyalty 
to the Bishop or diocese, but simply an In- 
ability to pay the diocesan dues assessed 
Against them by the committee having 
that subject in charge. 

Their pastors, Rev. Dr. Robert A. Hol- 
land of St. George's, Rev. Jesse K. Bren- 
nan of St. Mark’s and Rev. Charles Trot- 
man of the Church of the Redeemer, can- 
not be debarred from sitting as delegates 
in the convention, as the laws of _ the 
church givé them that right, but their 
lay representatives cannot sit without pay- 
anent of dues. 

It is bareiy possible that before the con- 
vention closes the churches named tay 
make partial payments of the dues as- 
seesed against them, and in that case their 
delegates will be admitted. 

The reasons for this peculiar condition of 
affairs is common to the three churches. 

Both Dr. Holland and Rev. Mr. Trotman 
contend that the dues are unjust, in that 
although they fitted the churches several 
years ago, conditions have so changed that 
how they are exorbitant. 

At the last Diocesan Convention a strong 
protest was made against the work of the 
—————- Committee, but it was unavail- 
ng. 

“The trouble,” said Dr. Holland, Tuesday 
morning, ‘is not that we are in conflict with 
the govern body of the church, or that 
We are unwilling to pay, but simply that we 
are unable to pay the same sum now that 
we were abundantly able to pay a few years 
ago, ' 

“It used to be thdt my church could 
easily pay a large su very year to the 
diocese. That was before the split in the 
church—when 8t. George’s was the wealthy 
and powerful parish of the diocese, Even 
after.the split there were 10 or a dozen 
wealthy men in the parish who every year 
made good all financial deficiencies. But 
my illness came and for two years I was 
unable to give any attention to the parish, 
The little group of rich men gradually dis- 
appeared; some died and others moved 
away. The conséquence was that when I 
recovered my health sufficiently to again 
take active charge of affairs I found that 
the once wealthy parish was no parish at 
all, to speak of. FT have been cormpelled to 
rebuild it almost from the bottom. The re- 
sult is that we have been unable to meet 
some obligations, among them the diocesan 
assessment, 

“The law levying this assessment needs 
revision. Like all luws which impose a 
fine for their violation, the tendency is to 

ay the fine and continue to violate the 
aw. The fine in this case is debarment 
from representation in the convention. The 
fine clause should be removed and_ the 
parishes placed upon their honor to give 
what they can. As it is, the assessment 
against St. George's is.much to. great for 
it to pay in its preser®Pfinancial * “dition. 
The assessments should be cha’ Ho fit 
the purses of the churches. Ws . “yal 
and true to the bishop and the ¢é , and 
want to do all we can, but we ° j can- 
not pay an assessment that \ levied 
against us when we were rich.”’ 

Rev. Mr. Charles Trotman, who ministers 
to the Church of the Redeemer, an offshoot 
from St. George’s, created at the time of 
the split mentioned by Dr. Holland, spoke 
in the same strain. 

“Our church,’ be said, “is downtown and 
we have lost many parishioners by the nat- 
ural movement toward the western part of 
the city. We have not lost so much numer- 
ically as we have financially. Our richest 
members have moved into western parishes. 
The result {s that we cannot pay an assess- 
ment that was levied to fit us when we were 
richer. Itave pleaded with the assessment 
committee to apportion the dues with some 
regard for our ability to pay, but so far I 
have not succeeded.

“The trouble with St. Mark's, Rev. Mr. 
Brennan's church, is that they are build- 
ing a new church and are burdened just 
now by extraordinary expenses.”’

PATRICK’S. 


PARISHIONERS ARE TROUBLED. 


Bather Hayes Has Decreed the Ceremo- 
nies May Take Place at St. 
Lawrence O’Toole’s. 


The sacrament of confirmation which has 
been annually administered at St. Patrick's 
Church for the last decade will not be sol- 
emnized there this year, owing to the 
etrained relations existing between the 
ecclesiastical authorities and Rev Father 
J. T. Tuohy, former pastor. 

Father Robert Hayes, temporarily in 
charge, has decided to hold the impressive 
ceremonies in another church—contrary, 
however, to the wishes of many parish- 


foners. 

In the Catholic 
bestowed after one has made his or her 
first holy communion in the faith. It is 
always conferred by the bishop or arch- 
bishop of the diocese, and 1ts accompanied 
wth prayers and the laying on of hands, 
signifying that the communicant 1s for- 
ever strengthened and fortified in Catholie 
belief and doctrines. 

About 150 boye and girls, ranging in age 
from 10 to 15 years, have for several months 
Jooked eagerly forward to the confirmation 
ceremonies at St. Patrick’s Church, Their 
fathers and grandfathers had knelt in the 
historic old temple at Sixth and Biddle 
atreets to receive their first religious bless- 
ing and the little ones hoped to emulate 
their example. That the young folks and 
their parents feel keenly disappointed in 
the omission of confirmation at Sst. at- 
rick’s is manifested in their objections 
urged upon Father Hayes. 

The children’s procession through the 
parish precincts and their first. humble 
approach to the altar is an imposing scene 
and has always been regarded as the event 
of the year at St. Patrick's. 

“I am sorry we cannot Hg services at 
St. Patrick's Church,’ said Father Hayes 
in conversation with a Post- Dispa‘@ re- 
porter, ““‘but you Know we have no pa- 
rochial residence in which to receive the 
church dignitaries, and some untoward 
event might arise that would cause un- 
mecessary friction here. So we have de- 
termined to go elsewhere to celebrate the 
confirmation. 

“We shall probably have the confirmat'on 
ceremonies at St. Lawrence O’Toole’s 
Church, Fourteenth and O'Fallon streets.”’ 

Strange to say, Father Tuohy considers 
this action a victory for himself and a 
virtual acknowledgment that he is in le- 
&al possession of the parochial residence 
at 1206 North Sixth street.

The team beionged to Shickle, Harrison & 
The driver, John Cullen, of 1517%¢ 
Papin street, was struck on the thigh by 
the heavy wagon tongue in the collapse 
and although his injury was not discovered 
until after he was rescued from the hole 
was so badly hurt that he had tv be 
conveyed to his home. 

The accident was as peculiar in its causes 
and eflects as it Was uMnexpected, Such 
accidents as the opening of a street, a 
gigantic hole appearing to swalluw every- 
thing in sight, do not occur every dav. 

Cullen’s wagon was loaded Monday aft- 
with gas pipes, each about 12 
long, consigned to the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. at Perry avenue and Natural 
Bridge road.

The derrick which was sent for did not ar- 
rive until after 7 o’cloc The mule was 
hauled up, but its injury was so painful that 
au policeman ended its misery. it was not 
un.il after midnight that the hole was 
cleared. Ropes were run around the piace 
and red lights stationed to prevent further 
accident to pedestrians and passing ve- 
hicles. 

It is believed that the primary cause of 
the accident was the strong flow of water 
into the sewer at St. Lou's and Leffingwell 
avenues, which has worn away tlie brick 
wall arching the sewer pive beneath the 
street surface.

UNUSUAL INTEREST THIS YEAR. 


Dedication of Grant’s Statue and a 
Beautiful Demonstration by 
School Children. 


The veterans of the Civil War who may 
not go to the front now because of dis- 
abilities will, In a measure, make up for it 
by honoring those who fought and died in 
the war in which they, too, were partici- 
pants. 

Monday, May 30, Decoration Day, will be 
observed in St. Louis by all of the Grand 
Army posts and allied organizations.
